LONDON, Oct. 30 — After a stiing: of victories agoinat some of 
tlie l>est university debatiiifir teams in Britain, McGill's verbal ambassadors 
last nigiit wore defeated at Cambridge University -by a margin of four 
votes. . , • • . ' - 

The voting returned the Cambridge victory by a count of 151 to 
147. votes. The opposition consisted of Cambridge professor, P.N.S. 
•Mansergli, and a member of parliament, Geoffrey de Freites. 

Since leaving Montreal twelve days ago, Gameroff and Weir have 
wined, dined and talked tlieir way through Scotland and England as the 
guests of eleven major universities. Aside from spending many hours on 
the debaling platform, the-t'\vo also met McGill graduates, now overseas, 
produced extemporaneous public speeches upon the virtues of the Canadian 
way of life, inspected the facilities of their host universities, and endured 
various difficulties with the British transportation system. • 

The topic of all the debates was "Resolved that the Commonwealth 
is thing of great potential 'and paltry achievement." ' 

The Cambridge debate" ended after a tumultous five and a half 
hours. McGill upheld the affirmative side of the resolution. Their 
opp'onent De Freilas argued that new nations entering the Commonwealth. 
I)ecame heiis to tiie British tradition of democracy and the rule of law. 
Ghana, and ^lalaya, he said, are typical examples of this "great 
Commonwealth achievement". Prof. Mansergh listed four achievements : 



formation 'of Comntonwealth countries developing from colonies to 
dominions, Conimonwealth participation in World War II, entrance of 
African and Asian members into the Commonwealth, and development of 
underderdeveloped countries by such means aa the Columbo Plan. 

The Canadians argued that all tliis is the promise and not the 
achievement. They looked to the Commonwealth as a starting point, and 
not an end in itself. They cited as Commonwealth failures the apartheid 
policy in South Africa, the Suez crisis, the paltry contributions to the 
Columbo Plan, and the India-Pakistan dispute. Their arguments were 
supported by lengthy references, to DeFreitas*- speeches in parliament 
and statements from texts by Mansergh. 

The Camliridgc teart claimed that the McGill debaters 
overestimated the promise offered in tlie Commonwealth. They admitted 
that there had been many failures, but at the same time claimed several 
notable achievements. - • . 

At the conclusion of the debate the audience registered 
"enthusiastic" applause and the voting was close until the final count 
resulted in a Cambridge victory by a four vote margin. • ' 

The McGill team was honoured at a dinner and special reception 
at Kings College .before the match. '

For Quebec ?

A new issue of "Cité Libre" is hot off tlie press. 
Published four times a year "Cité Libre" is French Canada's 
most provocative magazine in the field of social problems. 
It is modelled to some . extentgon j^Eaprit". the well known 
magazine of French Catliolics^f^é progressive school. 



'Most of the issue U concerned 
with a 12,000 word manifesto in 
favor of a Democratic Front. The 
title of the piece is "A Democra- 
tic Manifesto" and is written by 
Pierre E. Trudeau, one of llie 
founding editors of the magazine, 
a lawyer and economist of re- 
nown. Trudeau suggests the im-: 
mediate creation of a political 
alliance : a Democratic Front. 
Such a Democratic Front would 
include all democrats whether li- 
berals, socialists, nationalists, or 
followers of the Civic Action Lea- 
gue, and all those essentially in- 
terested in reform, wanting to 
insure firstly and foremost demo- 
cracy In this province. 

After a searching analysis 
of the past and present pn- 
litical situation, Trudeau con- 
cludes that all Quebec's 
difficulties can be traced lo 
the fact that its population en- 
joys established democracy^ ,wUhv

for democracy, and underlines 
that French Canada Is probably 
the only people In history 
enjoying established democracy 
without having foiiglif for it. Thus, 
claims Trudeau, if we still live at 
the stage of a fight for democra- 
cy if consequently anti-dcmocra- 
tie obstacles resist with success 
the forces we control to reverse 
them, if these forces arc weak- 
ened by their own internal slifes, 
any dialectic of action strictly 
implies concentrating our efforts 
on a unique goal: democracy. 
Without doubt We must create a 
democratic envelope before ar- 
guing over its contents. 

And to Trudeau the conclusion 
is evident. "Let's regroup", says 
lie. "all free men around a com- 
mon oljjectlve, democracy. Lot's 
fill the political vacuum witli the 
minimum concept, democratic 
ideology. ..To ^attain » this » objective 
and spread UhU' idcology^essentlal 
to the rebirth of tlie State - let us 
lend towards the formation of a 
new movement: a Democratic 
Front". 

HISTORICAL REVIEV/ 

In the body of his manifesto 
Trudeau first makes a brief histor- 
ical review of democracy as un- 
dcrstooii In Quebec and underlines 
tliat they are two forces which 
have always controlled this pro- 
vince: international capitalism 
and Quebec clericalism. The State 
has never been expected to do 
more than sanction their modus 
Vivendi, as Godbout found out the 
hard way in IS^ after having cros-

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Prophet Without Honotir 

•" ,The case of Boris Pasternak is unique in modern 
letlèrn. He is the first man to refuse the Nobel Prize for 
literature since its inception fifty>eight years ago.. 

Other artists of this century have been driven into 
exile, rebellion, and loneliness by the indifference and mis- 
understanding of the society which they sought to" portray. 
Here is a man with an entire (^yilization singing his praise, 
who finds himself unable to/accépi; a man who, willingly 
or otherwise, has chosen to endure, the public slander of 
his own countrymen, rather than to deny the context which 
"has made his creation so immehselyJsignif icant .. * i.; , 

Accepting the Prize la.st Saturday,. Pasternak' describ- 
ed himself as "immensely thankful, proud, astonished, and 
abashed". Now, his "voluntary refusal? is made necessary 
by "the meaning of honour in the community to which I 
belong". 

It is not siirpri.sing that the book is only available to- 
day because an Italian publi.sher refused to send it back to 
Moscow for "revisions". Neither is it remarkable that the 
Kremlin leaders have used the intellectual crucifixion of 
one of Russia's greatest writers as a means to further 
tawdry political ends. 

What is surprising is the intensity of the vilification 
heaped upon Pasternak. It can only mean a correspondingly 
profound fear of the power of his work, of its potential 
influence' on minds starved for the freedom and beauty 
found in great artistic achievement. 

In what might well be interpreted as an avowal of his 
5wn position. Paslei'nak .says of the two protagonists in Dr. 
Zhiyago, "They were both repelled by what was tragically 
typical of modern man, his shrill textbook admirations, his 
forced enthusia.sms, and the deadly dullness con.sciously 
preached and praictised by countless workérs in; the field of 
art aiul .science in order that genius should remain extreme- 
ly rare". 

-Another Nobel Prize winner, Albert Camus,' has said 
that for a man who does )iot cheat, what be believes must 
determine the course of his action. Pasternak's work has 
reaffirmed the integrity of the individual. It. is his consis- 
tent refusal to see man in terms of social 'and -economic 
factors that has incurred the wrath of the Communist 
critics. 

Pasternak's avowal of love, and of life, in all its dark, 
terrible beauty is a triumph in moral and literary achieve- 
ment. Like the poetry of l3r. Zhiviigo, it will live long after 
he and the .system which has abused him are dead. 

Golden Sausage

The representative of the British ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries who formally accepted the golden saus- 
age from the .American meat indu.stries let himself go 
and called it a "very u.sefui article". 

We suppose he meant it would' make a paper weight, 
or, electrified, might serve as a sort of grilled'goiden frank- 
furter for warming" the hands of the association in . con- 
ference when their tea cups had grown too cold for. this - 
purpose. - 

The speaker also noted that "it is rather a pity there 
is no ode to the-hot dog". But that m.iy be becau.se there 
has never been a golden one before. It would not be dif- 
ficult to write "Hail to thee, bright ferret, pork thou never 
wert", or "Thou still unrelished, fried, with pie, I guess", 
or "The (hot) hounds of spring are on winter's traces'-;^ It 
can be done, you see. But perhaps it also would be "rather 
a pity".^ ■ " . . 

What really matters doesn't in any case have to be 
sung in poetry. It can be stated in prose. One merit of the 
sausage is the togetherness of the ingredients that become, 
as it were, even more tlian cousins under the skin. Also 
the sausage find.s security in -links: wheji they are broken 
it often finds itself in hot water.

The Pasternak Case 



The c(ue of Boris Paaterfiak, 
Soviet Nobel prize winning tiov- 
elist, M much in the news today. 
Afr. Pasternak yesterday rejected 
the coveted Nobel I'rize which 
he had ti>on lor his novel "Doctor 
Zhivago". Harrison E, Salisbury 
of The New York Times comni' 
enls on the Pasternak case. 
„ •' , • In the opinion 
Pattcrnak of Soviet af- 
Cate Reflectt fairs spocia- 
Concern' I's's. the vio- 
. lent Moscow 

reaction In the Boris Pasternak 
case, reflects serious concern o- 
vcr tlie political consequences of 
literary ncinconformism. These 
are signs that Soviet authorities 
believe that any movement to- 
wskd greater creative , freedom 
may weaken the political stabili- 
ty of the regime. The Soviet 
alarm apparently stems from the 
role played .by writers in Poland 
and Hungary in the uprising of 
1956. Soviet authorities sc#m de- 
termined to repress any tenden- 
cies toward similar freedom in 
the Soviet -Union, even at the 
cost of a world propaganda set- 
back. -

Etfortt Soviet writers

IncrMted t"a's back to 
the safe con- 
ventional ground of party, doc- 
trine were on the increase even 
before the Pasternak controver- 
sy. In cracking down on Mr. 
Pasternak, the Soviet authorities 
are following the philosophy ex- 
pounded in a new Soviet propa- 
ganda novel,-"The Yershov Bro- 
thers." It asserts that there are 
intellectuals and others in So- 
viet society capable of playing 
the same role as Hungarians who 
hanged Communists in the streets 
of Budapest in 1056.

tion, the novel 
suggests, "i t 
is better to 
exaggerate the 
danger than to underestimate it." 
"The Yershow Brothers," writ- 
ten by Vsevolod Koclietnv, has 
been hifilily praised by Pravda, 
the Communist party organ. The 
Kochetov novel portrays disloyal 
writers, artists, scientists and 
students who are motivated by 
ambition,- selfishness or love of 
pleasure, unpatriotic to their 
country, morally corrupt and an- 
tngoni.stic to the Communist par- 
ly. It sets against them loyal 
workers and other members of 
the proletarian class. In effi'ct, 
it stimulated class hatred and 
class warfare within the suppo- 
sedly classless Soviet society. The 
propaganda line adopted lîy So- 
viet authorities in the Pasternak 
case reflects most of the points 
emphasized by the novel.

development of a violently anti- 
intellectual policy. The modera- 
tes can now say that Mr. Pa.ster- 
nak is not insensitive to the views 
of Soviet society.

There 
is a certain smug .satisfaction in 
Icnowing that you are an outcast, 
a rebel, and better than that, a 
rebel with a cause.

A new College of Social Wel- 
fare will shortly open its doors 
to. students in East Pakistan, 
thanks to the efforts of the 
Government of Pakistan, working 
in collaboration with the United 
Nations Technical . Assistance 
Administration and the Univer- 
sity of Dacca. 

Dr. John J. 0. Moore, Director 
of the McGill University School 
of Social Work, and recently re- 
turned to Montreal after a year 
spent in Dacca as U.N. Social 
Welfare Training Expert, recalls 
having been most Impressed by 
the beauty of the lana he visited 
and the calibre of Its people, as 
well as by massive and complex 
problems such as poverty, un- 
employment, over - population, 
disease and ig.iorancc. 

Dr.. Moore was specifically 
assigned to help in the establish- 
•'jmentiipf.ra professional school nf 
sonal%wclfare In- East Pakistan. 
He' made a survey of the needs 
of thé area, from which came a 
recommendation for the estab- 
lishment of the East Pakistan 
Collcfie of Social Welfare and 
Research Center. This recom- 
mendation had been accepted in 
principle and - implemented in 
part when Dr. Moore left Pakis- 
tan with his family in August. . 

NEED FOR WELFARE 

There is an urgent and Imme- 
diate need for welfare personnel 
m this part of the world. 'Dr. 
Moore foresees that the new edu- 
cational institution in Dacca may 
be of international interest, part- 
icularly in supplying people 
having received training in the 
area itself rather tlian in foreign 
institutions. "Human problems' 
there are certainly more obvious, 
and piobably exist in more wide- 
spread and acute forms than we 
commonly find them here," he 
noted. "I think that responsible 
leaders are more 'aware of the 
need for help in solving their 
problems, r Having heard of pro. 
lessionat social work, however, 
they tend to accept this uncritic- 
ally, as an answer to these pro- 
blem.s". In addition to offering 
direct services tn people, there- 
fore. Dr. Moore pointed out that 
the welfare worker must Initially 
aim at developing public uider- 
standing of the scope of liis 
services. "Although the potential 
contribution of (he professional 
person in Pakistan Js in many 
respect* the, saraeaasiit is here, 




of demonstrating something new 
as it is of securing modifications 
of existing programs". 

Thus, welfare workers in the 
international field must be edu- 
cated for this particular type of 
work. "We can't simply tran- 
splant our professional practices, , 
nor even our obiectives from 
here to a place like Southeast 
Asia," said Dr. Moore. "We have 
to study their problems and adapt 
our methods to them. Thus, wa 
must involve Pakistan! people in 
a study and assessment which 
will lead to the development of 
a professional practice of their,
